I am  coordinating  EPA’s  public  hotline  for  the  Gold  King  Mine  release  incident  in  Durango. 
SRA,  a contractor  managed  out  of  HQ,  is  now  answering/responding  to  as  many  calls  as 
possible  using  a script  developed  by  Area  Command  and  approved  through  headquarters. 
However,  we  need  a contact  in  R6,  R8,  and  R9  who  can  follow-up,  as  appropriate,  on 
public  calls  from  the  respective  regions  where  SRA  is  unable  to  respond.  The  hotline  is 
scheduled  to  be  available  to  the  public  for  the  next  two  years,  although  we  do  not  anticipate 
a large  call  volume.
